chapter of the story of German in­ 
trigue in neutral countries and among 
neutral 
diplomats 
was revealed 
by 
Secretary Lansing in the form of a 
letter to the imperial chancellor from 
the notorious Von Eckhardt, the Ger­ 
man minister at Mexico City, to whom 
the intercepted Zimmerman note was 
addressed. 
It discloses that Folke Cronholm, 
the Swedish charge in Mexico, was 
depended on by the German diplomat 
to furnish information “from the hos­ 
tile (am p’’ and to transmit commiuii- 
cations to Berlin and that Von frXk- 
hardt wished him rewarded by a se­ 
cret award from the kaiser of the 
"order of the crown of the serond 
class." 
This letter was written on March 
8, 1916, and apparently has been in 
the possession of the American gov­ 
ernment for a long time. 
it was made public without com 
ment, shedding light on the methods 
of another Swedish diplomatic repre 
*-otafive Id tills hemisphere. 
Baron Akerhlelm. SwediuhJ charge 
here. 
aaid that

the diplomatic' service 
last January.

No representations either to Sweden 
or to Mexico, it is understood, will be 
made by the United States in con­ 
nection with the conduct of the Swed­ 
ish representative In Mexico City, but 
it Is regarded aa not improbable that 
the Mexican government may make 
it the occasion for ad io n that would 
show its earnestness In the m atter of 
neutrality. 
Von Bekhardt’s part in the lateat 
chapter has been tvo surprise.

T h * Cabbage Butterfly. 
The most destructive enemy of the 
cabbage and related crops is the cab­ 
bage butterfly. This lays its eggs upon 
a cabbage leaf. 
The eggs hatch into 
green caterpillars, ami these eat the 
leaves. 
In 1883, says the Journal of 
Heredity, an ichneumon fly was im­ 
ported from Europe to keep the cab­ 
bage butterfly In check. 
The fly lays 
its eggs in the body of Hie caterpillar; 
the larvae which hatch from these eggs 
oat the caterpillar's insides, cut their 
way out through the empty skin and 
spin cocoons from which tho flies 
emerge. 
“It is interesting to note,” adds the 
Journal of Heredity, “that the parasite 
is in turn preyed upon by a super- 
parasite, a little chalcis fly, ‘and so ou 
down ad infinitum,’ no doubt."
